CROYDON, Eng.. Dec. 17—•‘Op­ 
eration groundhog” was completed 
today and Herman, the two-ton 
German bomb which had Imperiled 
south Croydon for nearly five 
years, at last was a harm lees dud. 
Shortly before 3 a. rn , a tired 
but grinning bomb disposal crew 
•merged from a 43-foot hoi# tri­

They had worked ll straight 
hours rendering the explosive im­ 
potent In a secret “turkish bath” 
so that the sensitive fuse pocket 
could be cut out.

Residents of the area had been 
evacuated to a rest center early 
Sunday morning and only a few 
newspaper men were on hand to 
cheer the victorious crew. 
"We’re bloody well near done 
Alin,1* commented LL G. A. Frake 
who performed the sterilizing op­ 
eratic ob Him— w4lli a non­ 


fiction cutting tool. “Let’s all go 
home to bed.’* 
Wake and the craw planned to 
return at ll a. rn. for an official 
ceremony ending the hazardous 
mission they began early leat 
week. 
Then the work log will ba 
brought out and the operation 
written off with the final entry; 
"Bomb Immobilized and rendered 
harmless.” 
First of the 300 Croydonites who 
had been forced to leave four times 
in the last week during dangerous 
stages of the operations began re­ 
turning to their homes shortly 
after daylight. 
They had moved to a rest cen­ 
ter in George street before 6 a. rn. 
Sunday when engineers began 
hooking up a boiler and laying 
steam hose to the bomb pit. 
The engineers began steaming 
the TNT at IO a. rn. Although the 
period of greatest danger — the 
first hslf hour of tha melting pro­ 
cess when there was a 90-30 
chance of explosion—glassed safe­ 
ly the area was blocked att to 
traffic throughout tha day. 
The disposal experts had ex­ 
pected to complete their work by 
evening so the evacuees could re­ 
turn but a five and a half hour de­ 
lay occurred when the steam pump 
broke down. 
The crew then decided to work 
through the night if necessary, so 
the residents, who were under­ 
going again the old discomforts of 
the buts era, could return today. 
Before 3 a. rn. the TNT was pro­ 
nounced ’’dead” and Frake sliced 
out the vital fuse pocket 
Herman was done.

FOLLOWING operation!, there 
are various types of accidents 
which may occur. One of thew* ie 
called postoperative atelectasis, 
and means collapse of the lung tis­ 
sues. It is important that every­ 
thing possible be done to keep this 
condition from occurring. Prior to 
operation, the nose and throat 
should receive care to make sure 
that the air passages will ba kept 
open. 
More important la the immedi­ 
ate 
care 
following 
operation 
which is carried out by the an­ 
esthetist. This consists of having 
the patient breathe in carbon di 
oxide and sucking out th# mucus 
from the throat, nose and the 
deeper parts of the air passages, 
such as the windpipe. Even with 
all these precautions, cjlkpse of 
the lung may still occur in a cer­ 
tain number of instances. 
Plug of Mucus 
The cause of the collapse of th* 
lung is probably a plug of mucus 
or other material which shuts off 
one of the larger or smaller bron­ 
chi. The bronchi are the tubes lead­ 
ing to the air sect in the lungs. 
Just why these mucous plugs form 
is not definitely known. Many 
things have been blamed, such as 
the irritating effects of the anes­ 
thetic. The anesthetic may inter­ 
fere with the reflex action of 
coughing. 
When collapse of the lung oc­ 
curs there are usually fever, shal­ 
low breathing, a bluish color to 
the skin known as cyanosis, and 
pain in the chett. The problem, 
then, is to remove the plug of mu­ 
cus or other material from the 
bronchus. 
When this is done the air sacs 


which have collapsed will expand 
and the symptoms will clear up. 
Sucking out the material, using a 
bronchoscope, may be possible and 
this method should his employed 
when others fail. However, it it 
usually unnecessary to resort to 
this measure. 
Sometimes simple procedures, 
such as slapping the back, or en­ 
couraging a hard coughing spell 
rill dislodge the plug. The plug of 
mucus may have dried out, which 
wilt make it more difficult to dis­ 
lodge, and there may be spasm of 
the bronchi, which also interferes 
with removal of the plug. 
To thin out or liquefy the plug, 
giving such drugs as potassium 
iodide or sodium iodide may ba 
useful. Then there are other drugs 
such aa ephedrine, which car be 
given to relax the doesnt, lf, in ad­ 
dition, effoit* are made to pro­ 
duce coughing, the material block­ 
ing the bronchus may be dislodged 
and the condition cleared up.

Worried Wife: Will you please 
tell me something about psoriasis?
